. cd in tho 70s by residents of

It is no longer n question merely of( 


justice or injustice to a class of cm- 
plqyees; inexorable economic laws bar 
the way to a further reduction of the 
wages of rail-way employees. 


I know that all this is contrary to 


the popular belief on the subject. The 
railroad executives, by costly propa- 
ganda which has extended to every 
part of the tountry, have created and 
fostered the impression that exorbit- 
ant railroad rates are due largu'.y to 
exorbitant wages claimed to be paid 
to labor and that railroad rates can 
only bo reduced by reducing the pay 
of railroad employees.

railroad workers -were thus underpaid 
before the war, let us examine Part II 
of tho t!.ble. This shows ns.that the 
railroad workers, as a whole, have 
barely kept pace with the increased 
cost of living, and that the most-fav- 
ored occupations have at the very most 
.only made up a small part of the 
amount by whjch they were under- 
paid in prewar days. We find that the 
only groups whose earnings have in.- 
creased as fast as the increase in the 
cost of living are those who in 1900 
were earning $2 a day or less. The 
earnings of the engineers and con- 
ductors, whom the railroad propagan-
